The map will shift so that the icon is cen¬ 
tered on the screen and overlaps with the 
cursor <>. At this time, the distance from 
the current position is displayed on the 
screen. The distance shown is measured 
as a straight line from the current vehicle 
position to the POI.

— Route trace 

It is possible to store the traveled route up 
to124 miles (200 km) and retrace the route 
on the display.

This feature is available on the map 
with more detailed map scale than 30 
mile (50 km).
